Amend the Law relating to Town Holdings in Ireland. a.d. i? 92 . 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Town Holdings short title.

10 3. The time during which any tenant may have enjoyed the Tenants’ 

advantage of any improvements or the rent at which any such holding 
has been held shall not be taken into consideration in reduction of ments. 
the claim of the tenant in respect of such improvements. 

4. In the construction of this Act the word holding during the Definition 
15 continuance of a tenancy means a parcel of land with or without “Iconstruc- 
buildings held by a tenant of a landlord for the same term and under 
the same contract of tenancy, and upon the determination of such 
tenancy means the same parcel of land with or without buildings 
discharged from the tenancy. 

20 -Any words or expressions which are not hereby defined and arc 
defined in the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, shall, 
unless there is something in the context of this Act repugnant 
thereto, have the same meaning as in the last-mentioned Act, and 
the said last-mentioned Act, excepting so far as the same is 
25 expressly altered or varied by this Act, or is inconsistent therewith, 
and this Act shall be construed together as one Act.
